The idea of two bundred thousand men 
stacking arms simultanconsly, after the 
rage of battle settled and their task was 
onorably fulfilled, isa theme for the 


in blue,” worth a great king's ransom. 

Referring to the correspondence, the 
writer says, in speaking of this fine army 
of 290,000 men, that no such number 
was ever befure known. This is an mie- 
tuke, and shows his ignorance of history, 
ancient as well as modern. Wereeollect 
in Grecian history it is stated that the 
army of Xerxes was computed to amount 
to two millions of men, without reckon- 
ing the sutlers, slaves and camp fol- 
lowers, which altogether swelled the total 
to a4 miliion more. When Xerxes. him- 
svif returned to Persia, the forecs left be- 
hind, to proseente the war, are given at 
360,0U0 suldiere. The army with which 
Napoleon the First invaded Russia, con- 
sisted of 400,000 infantry and 80,000 
cavalry. The Russian forecs then op- 
posed to him are given at 300,060. In 
1858, the French army amounted to four 
or five hundred thousand men, and the 
iieel was manned by sixty or seventy 
thousand sailurs. The present standing 
army of France is over 600.000. We 
mention this, not to lessen the formid- 
able force of our own soldiery, but to 
give place to the historical iacts, as they 
have been handed down. For we believe 
that those two hundred thousand could 
uold their own among the mixhticst of 
the armics above mentioned, and prove 
a power of menace to the inonarchs on 
their thrones. 


LINCOLN’S GETTYSBURG 
SPEECH.—Since the death of Mr. 
Lincoln the whole candid world 
ackuowledges his greatness and 
goodness; and it has even been 
discovered that he was wonderfully 
eloquent. Of all his later speeches, 
perhaps the brief one delivered on 
the occasion of the dedication of 
the Gettysburg National Cemetery 
is the most admired and best. 


Ralph Waldo Emerson said of it | 


that “His speech at Gettysburg 
will not easily be surpassed by 
words on any recorded occasion.” 
Here is that speech : a 


MR. LINCOLN—Fourscore and 
seven years ago our fathers brought 
forth upon this continent a few na- 
tion, conceived in liberty, and dedi- 
cated to the proposition: that all 
Now we 
are engaged in a great civil war, 
testing whether that nation, or any 
nation so conceived and so dedica- 
ted, can long endure. We are met 
on a great battle-field of that war. 
We have come to dedicate a por- 


tion of that field as a final resting 


place for those who gave their lives 
that the nation might live. It is 
altogether fitting and proper that 
we should do this. But in a larger 
scuse we cannot dedicate, we can- 
not consecrate, we cannot hallow 
this ground. The brave men, liv- 
ing and dead, who struggled here, 
have consecrated it far above our 
power to add or detract. he world 
will little note, nor long remember, 
what we say here, but it can never 
forget what they did here. It is 
for us, the living, rather to be dedi- 


-cated here to the unfinished work 


which those who fought here have 
thus far so nobly advanced. It is 
rather for us to be here dedicated 
to the great task remaining before 


us, that from these honored déad | 


we take inereased devotion to that 


cause for which they gave the last 


full measure of devotions that we 


here highly resolve that these dead 


shall not have died in vain; that 
this nation under God shall have a
